3. The Amendment and Petition for Time Extension filed by 
Applicant on 11/27/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

4. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 11/27/2009 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

5. The rejection of claims 9 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
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particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn. 

6. The rejection of claims 7-8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tagaki et al . , EP 0 639 592 Al (hereinafter 
"Tagaki") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

7. Claims 7-12 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Tagaki. Tagaki teaches an agent (water-soluble 
graft polymers) for improving the activation of optical 
brightness (bleaching) . See Tagaki, Abstract; page 5, lines 7- 
26. Tagaki teaches a water-soluble copolymer comprising at 
least one alkoxy or hydroxyl polyalkylene glycol function 
grafted onto at least one ethylenically unsaturated monomer 
and/or consisting of at least one monomer of Formula (I) 
particularly when R' , Ri and R 2 represents a hydrogen atom. 
Tagaki teaches a water-soluble graft polymer prepared by 
carrying out graft polymerization of a polyether compound 
including 80 mol% or more of ethylene oxide as a constituent 
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unit and having a Mn = 200 or more and a monomer component unit 
made of (meth) acrylic acid and unsaturated monoethylenically 
monomer. See Tagaki, Abstract; page 3, line 3 through page 4, 
line 44. The present invention differs from Tagaki because a 
bleaching effect is very different from brightening effect. A 
brightening agent refers to the manufacturing of a coating to be 
applied. 

9. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Tagaki to render the present invention anticipated or obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art.
